—The rights of women have been under 


revision in the supreme court of Califor- 
nia. The new constitution declares that 
"no person shall, on account of sex, be 
disqualified from entering upon or pursu- 
ing any lawful business, vocation or proj 
fession." The authorities of San Fran- 
cisco passed an ordinance last year pro- 
hibiting the employment of female wai- 
ters in drinking saloons, dance cellars 
and like resorts, and making it unlawful 
fora woman or girl to be in any such place 
after midnight. 
The court decided that 


the ordinance was unconstitutional, and 
that all pursuits, vocations or professions 
permitted by law, were equally open to 
men and women.
